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Revival at Hallettsville 


Since the first of April the editor | 


of The Sword of The Lord has had 
a very heavy schedule. One week 
was spent in The.Bible Baptist 
Church at Oklahoma City, in the 
annual Bible Conference or Bible 
School. The last week in April and 
the first three weeks in May were 
spent in Colorado in a revival with 
the First Baptist Church, Engle- 
wood. Then we had four weeks in 
Dallas, our Bight Days’ Bible 
School and a three weeks’ revival 
with Brother Webb. Then a three 
weeks’ revival followed at Ponca 
City, Oklahoma. We returned to 
Dallas for one Sunday and then be- 
gan a three weeks’ revival at 
Chickasha, Oklahoma, which closed 
July 29th. 


. At Chickasha, a new church just 
a few months old, led by the young 
pastor, Rev, Tom H. Masters, spon- 
sored the revival. It was largely 
a missionary work, I returned each 
Sunday to Dallas, once for all serv- 
ices Sunday and at another time for 
the radio and services Sunday 
morning, returning to Chickasha 
Sunday night. God was good to us 
and there were fifty or sixty con- 
versions and reclamations, I think, 
in the fourteen or fifteen days we 
were in Chickasha. The fellowship 
was sweet. We anticipate that 
these good people will build a 
strong church in Chickasha. It 
was a joy to give our time. Aside 
from paying a supply for my pul- 
pit in Dallas one Sunday.night, we 
lacked some fifteen dollars receiv- 
ing enough to pay expenses. But 
many souls were saved and the 
work, we trust, was strengthened. 
Our good church in Dallas and 
other friends should receive the 
credit for this missionary work 


»since they supported the preacher 


and we were glad to go. Pioneer 
work is difficult but blessed of God 
and every church should support 


. its pastor in mission revivals 


whenever possible. 

We returned to Dallas Saturday, 
July 31st, for our anniversary day, 
August ist, and spent the day in 
happy services. Monday was spent 
in hard work in our Dallas office, 
planning the work, paying bills, 
working on The Sword of the Lord 
and a hundred pastoral duties. 
And then Tuesday, August 3rd, 
we drove the 280 miles to Halletts- 
ville and began a revival here, 
where these words are written. 

Hallettsville is the County seat 
of Lavaca County in South Texas, 
half way-between San Antonio and 
Houston, with a population of 
about 1,400. The Baptist Church 
has about sixty members. It was 
once a much stronger church. This 
is mear where began the Baptist 
avork in Texas. Colonization and 
settlement and civilization began 
in Texas along the sea coast and 
in the general region between 


-Houston and Galveston, Austin and 


San Antonio. Now the Bohemian 
and German settlers have so taken 
the country that Catholic churches 
have sprung up everywhere. There 
are many Lutherans also. The 
Bohemian an d-German-character 
of the population may be seen by 
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Rev. Ford Porter in Gospel mes- 
sage. Have friends listen in.

houses in this little town: Hrncir 
& Smajstria, Sabotik, Srolik, Sciba, 
Kafka, Stavinoha, Svab, Siegmund

The Revival 


Rev. L. O. Englemann is pastor 
of the Baptist Church. He is a 
college and seminary graduate and 
was a missionary in Mexico for 
about ten years. The meeting was 
well advertised and wide spread and 
from the first there have been 
many evidences of God’s favor. 
Crowds have been steadily grow- 
ing from about 100 the first night 
to 300 or more last night. There 
have been conversions every night 
either during the service, or when 
I gave no invitation, in personal 
work after the service. Several 
Catholics have been saved. In 
fact, Catholics have seemed very 
greatly impressed with plain, ear- 
nest Bible preaching, preaching 
about sin and repentance and the 
crucifixion and Hell and Judgment. 
Saturday afternoon I preached 
from the band stand by the court 
house to a large assemblage who, 
surprisingly enough, stood for a 
solid hour to hear me preach on 
“Depression, Hard Times, Drouths, 
Floods, Bloody Strikes—-The Curse

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Last week we printed a medita- 


tion on “Father, Forgive Them,’’a 
part of the prayer of Jesus im- 
mediately after He was crucified 
as told in Luke 23:33, 34. Jesus 
prayed, “Father, forgive them; for 
they know not what they do.” 
There was not room nor did we 
have time to bring the teachings 
revealed to us by the Holy Spirit 
in the last part of the short prayer 
of Jesus. The last part of that arti- 
cle was dictated as we jogged 
along over country roads driving 
ten miles into the country to 
preach. And the stenographer 
typed the message at a table under 
a tree while I preached in the 
tabernacle at Navidad and while 
four new converts were baptized 
in the river near by. The article 
was read and corrected on the 
road home and jammed, just in 
time, into the waiting mail sack! 
But again “While I was musing the 
fire burned.” There is more to be 
said! 

When Jesus prayed, “Father, for- 
give them” He said, partly as a 
reason for His prayer, “For they 
know not what they do.” 

How like the tender love of Je- 
sus that while they crucified Him, 
Jesus thought up reasons why 
they should be forgiven! In the 
wickedest and vilest of men, Je- 
sus sought to find anything that 
would modify the wrath of God! 

We have been tcld that ‘Love is 
blind,” the thought being that we 
do not see the faults of those we 


|love.,.The love of Christ is not 


blind. He knows our sins far bet- 
ter than we do. These same Phari- 
sees for whom He prayed. He had 
scourged with burning words in 
Matthew, chapter 23, calling them 
“hypocrites,” “wolves in sheep’s 


/ 
clothing,” “whited sepulchres full 
of dead men’s bones,” “fools and 
blind.” He wag not blind to their 
sin. But the all-consuming com- 
passion, that undying love for sin- 
ners which sent Jesus to the cross 
voluntarily to die for them, would 
cause Him to seek out every reason 
for mercy and leniency. So He 
prayed, “Father, forgive them; for 
they know not what they do.” 
Those are wonderful words in the 
103rd Psalm, “Like as a father 
pitieth his children, so the Lord 
pitieth them that fear him. For 
he knoweth our frame; he remem- 
bereth that we are dust.” Once 
when I would have punished one 
of my children, the child’s dear 
mother pled for her saying, “But, 
Daddy, she is so little! She for- 
got!” So in pleading love Christ 
prayed to the Father, “Father, for- 
give them! FOR THEY KNOW 
NOT WHAT THEY DO!” 


The Deceitfulness of Sin 
The wickedness of those whuw 
crucified Jesus was inexcusable and 


brutal and deliberate. We must not 
think lightly of this ‘sin and we 
must not excuse it. And every 
person in the world in some sense 
is guilty for the death of Christ, 
and deliberately and maliciously so 
if we reject Him as Saviour. Still 
it is literally true that sinners 
against Christ do not know what 
they do. The Pharisees did not 
know how awful was their crime, 
nor did Pilate nor Herod nor the 
} soldiers, nor the mob. We must 
say that sin is deliberately wieked 
and yet it is clear that the sinner 
is nearly always deceived. The 
Christ rejector does not know what 
he does!

“The Biggest 
Devil In Dallas” 


(Excerpts of sermon preached 
at open air revival, Eighth and 
Lancaster, Dallas, Aug. 11, 1937.) 


By Rev. Ford Porter 


If I were to ask who is the big- 
gest devil in Dallas, there would 
be many and varied answers, but 
since we have undertaken the task 
to prove there is a devil and prom- 
ised to tell who the biggest one 
is, we must do so. When I drive 
along the street and see a house 
under construction, even though 
there is no one about, I know a 
carpenter has been at work for 
I see the results of his labors. 
This is also true of a mason, a 
tailor, or a mechanic. By the same 
logic, I know that there is a devil. 
The Bible is the final word of au- 
thority on every subject with which 
it deals. The Bible plainly teach- 
es us there is a devil, that he is 
a person. We are able to recog- 
nize him by what he does. The 
Devil himself is the biggest devil 
in Dallas. 

The Devil is the author of sin 
(Gen. 3:1-6). The fact that you 
have so much sin in Dallas is proof 
that the devil is here. 

He is the author of sickness 
(Acts 10:38). The fact that there 
are those who are suffering with 
pain or sickness is an evidence 
that the devil is here, 

He is the power of death (Heb. 
2:14). There is not a family but 
what has been invaded by the last 
enemy, death. Funerals are a reg- 
ular occurence. The fact that there 
are cemeteries in and around the 
city is evidence that the devil is 
here. 

The devil tempts men to sin 
(Matt. 4:1). He often comes to 
us in the form of our closest 
friends. Sometimes the strongest 
temptations come to a wife through 
her husband, or to a husband 
through his wife, or to children 
through their parents. It does not 
make any difference what the na- 
ture of the temptation may be or 
through whom it comes to one, 
the devil is the author of it, for 
God tempts no man. 

The devil puts wicked purposes 
in the hearts of men (Acts 5:38). 
Both Ananias and Sapphira lied to 
the Lord because Satan had filled 
their hearts. If you have any peo- 
ple who do not tell the truth, it 
is because Satan has put it into 
their hearts. 

He possesses men (Luke 8:36). 
He is the one that causes men and 
women to swear, get drunk, steal, 
rob, murder, commit adultery, and 
all manner of sin. He is the one 
that fills our jails, prisons and pen- 
itentiaries. Man does not fear 
man. You say, “I do some men.” 
No, you fear the devil. It is be- 
cause some men are demon-po- 
sessed is the reason you fear 
them. 

The devil is responsible for ev-

of God on Wicked America!” Some 
300, I suppose, heard the message. 
The crowd constantly grew and 
almost none left. The attention 
was profound. There were nods of 
approval and every evidence of the 
deepest conviction on the faces of 
many. At the close we gave an 
invitation and there were four or 
five men and two girls who pro- 
fessed faith in Christ. There were 
a good many tears in the audience. 
One Catholic woman whose daugh- 
ter was saved seemed to be great- 
ly moved and rejoiced when her 
daughter, nearly grown, openly 
came forward to trust in Christ. 


The Wide Scope of the Revival 


Throughout the country there is 
a need for vigorous, county-wide 
and section-wide revivals. Feeling 
this need, Pastor Englemann made 
arrangements for us to speak in 
numerous nearby communities. 
Wednesday afternoop we drove 
some ten miles to Navidad (Span- 
ish for Nativity or Christmas). In 
the crowd that gathered to hear 
me, fully half the people professed 
never to have been converted. I 
suppose there were not over a 
dozen church members of any kind. 
And no services had been held 
there for many years until recently 
when Brother Englemann preached 
a week there. In our service there 
were five conversions and then we 
proceeded to the river where four 
were baptized, 

Thursday afternoon we went to 
Salem Baptist Church about four- 
teen miles south. This church was 
organized in 1852 and in the little 
cemetery near by many tomb- 
stones go back to the date of the 
Civil War. Many of the founders 
of this church had been in Texas, 
we suppose, when Texas won her 
independence from Mexico sixteen 
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years before, in 1836, and it had 
only been seven years since Texas 
had left status of an independent 
republic to join the Union as a 
state in 1845. The people gathered 
from far and near, leaving their 
cotton fields and other work to 
hear me that week-day afternoon. 
There were two conversions, tears 
and great blessing. Many urgently 
requested me to return again, 
which I did Sunday afternoon. 
This historic church with the neat 
little building in a beautiful set- 
ting of great trees, festooned with 
Spanish moss was a delight to 
visit..How sweet it is to preach to 
these saints of God! And how they 
did seem to enjoy it! What tears, 
what handshakes, what praises! 


Friday afternoon we drove 
seventeen miles to Pilot Grove. 
There again we preached to a small 
crowd. However, many of them 
were unsaved and there were six 
professions of faith. The young 
pastor, Brother Holland, was pres- 
ent, He is to baptize some of the 
converts soon. He and some of the 
people straightway came te the 
services in Hallettsville. In fact, 
from all these communities for 
many miles people are coming to 
the revival. 

It is our earnest hope that God 
will send a mighty revival here 
to shake all the country. We are 
going almost day and night, speak- 
ing three times daily most days. 
There are many solid, substantial 
people in this town. The small 
church has been somewhat dis- 
couraged but seems to be taking 
on new life. There ought to be a 
mighty center here for evangelism 
in this section and I pray this re- 
vival will set the fires of evangelism 
burning throughout this part of 
Texas. At present the church re- 
ceives partial support from mis- 
sion funds. But we believe the 
blessing of God and the fine lead- 
ership of Brother Englemann will 
soon bring it to be self-supporting 
and a center for missionary 4ac- 
tivity throughout the county. 

I praise the Lord for the cp- 
portunity to preach to many of 
these German and Bohemian Cath- 
olic people. They are neighborly, 
intelligent, progressive. They need 
Christ. The gospel of Jesus Christ 
that saves others is just as effec- 
tive when preached to them in the 
power of the Spirit. 


Sweet Fellowship

ery broken heart and broken home.

Dallas. I am now in a revival with 
a Convention Baptist church and am 
to preach tomorrow to a Baptist 
Worker’s meeting. May God send 
the day when all true Baptists can 
join together in soul winning and 
Christian fellowship, in sincerity 
and without compromise to any 
essential. 

For my part I feel clearly led to 
work outside the Conventions.

solved to spend a certain amount 
of. time every day in prayer and 
Bible reading and to talk to some- 
one about, being a Christian, only 
to have your plans soon shattered. 
It is because there is a devil. 
He takes the Word of God out 
of the hearts of men (Mark 14: 
15). There is someone here who is 
not saved, or someone who is out 
of fellowship with the Lord whom 
the Lord will impress to take his 
stand either to be saved or to get 
back into fellowship with Him, be- 
cause of some Scripture that has 
been used, but the devil will come 
and snatch the Word out of your 
heart and tell you not to do it 
tonight. . 
The devil sows tares in Gcd’s 
field (Matt. 13:39). The Devil is 
certainly busy doing this in these 
days. Russellism or Rutherford- 
ism or Millennial-Dawnism is one 
of the most prevalent. They teach 
there is no Hell whereas Jesus 
taught that there was. To say that 
there is none makes Jesus Christ a 
liar, and no one can take a po- 
sition that makes my Lord a Lar 
without my raising my voice 
against it. Christian Science and 
others teach that there was as 
much efficacy in the blood of 
Christ as it flowed through His 
veins as there was when it was 
shed on the cross. This is blas- 
phemy, for the Word plainly teach- 
es that without the shedding of 
blood there is no remission of sin. 
Modernism, that says the Bible is 
only a book the same as Long- 
fellow’s or some other writer’s, 
truths, is of the devil. Anything 
which denies the deity of Christ, 
the virgin birth and the vicarious 
atonement and these fundamental 
that is contrary to the Word of 
God, the devil is the author of. 
The devil is the deceiver (Ro- 
mans 12:9). Muititudes of people 
are being deceived today. Young 
people are being deceived and made 
to think the only way to have a 
good time is to live in sin: The 
only way to have a good time is 
to live out and out for Christ. 
Many a boy, young man or a man 
has been enticed to commit some 
crime because the devil made him 
think he could get by with it. 
Many a person doubts the truth 
because the devil has deceived him. 
The reason why we have so much 
trouble is because people do not 
realize there is a devil. Not to be 
recognized is his greatest delight. 
It is true he goes about as a roar- 
ing lion, but he is more danger- 
ous as an angel of light. Some say 
that he is chained, but if so, he 
has a long, loose chain, or one 
made of rubber that will certainly 
stretch, for I find him everywhere 
I go. 
I have said all of this as we 
want the people to hate the devil. 


His Origin, Position and Nature 


He was created perfect (Ezek. 
28:15). He was the anointed 
cherub (Ezek. 28:14). Through 
pride he fell and became God’s 
archenemy (Isaiah 14:12-17). He 
is now the prince of the power of 
the air (Eph. 2:2). 


His Power 


He has greater power than men 
(Eph. 6:11, 12). His power is 
limited by God (Job 1:10-12). It 
is impossible for him to do any 
more than God permits him to do. 
The reason why so many people 
afe defeated is because they under- 
estimate his strength and do not 
trust the Lord for the strength 
which they need. God is the only 
one who can give man the victory 
over the devil. 


The Christian's Duty Regarding 
The Devil 


Be watchful, be sober, be vigi- 
lant (I Peter 5:8). Submit them- 
selves to God, resist him (James 
4:7, 8). Give no place whatever 
to him. 


His Destiny 


Ever since the devil tempted 
man, he has been under a special 
curse (Gen. 3:14) Hell was pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels 
(Matt. 25:41). At the coming of 
Christ to set up His earthly king- 
dom, the devil shall be bound and 
cast into the bottomless pit for 
1,000 years. At the close of this, 
he will be loosed for a little season 
and will go forth to deceive the 
nations again, when he shall final- 
ly be. cast into the lake of fire 
and brimstone and shall be tor-

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It will help us to be tender 
toward sinners if we can remem- 
ber that they.are blinded and de- 
ceived by Satan, led astray by their 
own lusts, enslaved by the deceit- 
fulness of sin. Every lost maf is 
blinded by the god of this world, 
for II Corinthians 4:3, 4 says: 


"But if our gospel be hid, jt is 
hid to them that are lost: 


"In whom the god of this world 


hath blinded the minds of them 
which believe not, lest the light 
of the glorious gospel of Christ, 
who is the image of God, should 
shine unto them.” 


Satan is the arch deceiver. Je- 
sus said that Satan is a liar and 
the father of liars. To these same 
Pharisees who had Jesus crucified 
He had said, 

"Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the lusts of your father ye 
will do. He was a murderer from 
the beginning, and abode not in 
the truth, because there is no truth 
in him. When he speaketh a lie, 
he speaketh of his own: for he is 
a liar, and the father of it" (John 
8:44). 

Satan lied and deceived Eve 
when he said, “Ye shall not surely 
die,” and “Ye shall be as gods, 
knowing good and evil.” From 
that time until now every heart 
that Satan controls is deceived 
and blinded and every material 
thing that he touches and uses is 
made deceitful. II Timothy 3:13 
warns us that “Evil men and se- 
ducers shall wax worse and worse 
deceiving and being deceived.” And 
Paul says in Titus 3:3, “For we 
ourselves also were somtimes fool- 
ish, disobedient, deceived.” Seven 
times in Revelation we have it 
foretold that the nations and peo- 
ple of the whole earth shall be de- 
ceived. Four times the reference 
is to Satan himself, once to Sa- 
tan’s ruler, the Man of Sin or 
Beast, another time to the False 
Prophet he will raise up to de- 
ceive the nations and another to 
the great empire and system, the 
second Babylon which he will 
build. The whele world lies in 
wickedness, deceived and blinded 
by Satan! And we are told that 
inexpressible joy and praises will 
come when Satan is cast out from 
Heaven where he now accuses the 
saints before God day and night 
(Rev. 12:9, 10). And the millen- 
nial reign of Christ can only come, 
we are told, when a mighty angel 
binds Satan with a great chain 
and shuts him up in the bottom- 
less pit “That he should deceive’ 
the nations no more, till the thou- 
sand years should be fulfilled’ 
(Rev. 20:3). 

Frail human beings will never 
realize what sin is, will never 
know what they do in rejecting , 
and hating Christ until Satan is 
bound to deceive them no more! 

Our dear Saviour knowing our 
frame, remembering that we were 
dust, poor, sinful, wicked and yet 
blinded in our wickedness, prayed 
for us saying, “Father, forgive 
ae for they know not what they 
o.”” 


The Heart Is Deceitful 


It is part of the penalty and 
guilt of sin that the sinner does 
not realize the enormity of his 
wickedness. Part of the harm of 
liquor is that the man who is in- 
toxicated thinks himself wise and 
brave and strong and capable. He 
thinks himself warm while he is 
freezing. He thinks himself safe. 
as he drives a car careening down 
the highways to kill or be killed. 
How many drunkards, deceived by 
intoxication, boldly begin a fight. 
without realizing their incapability 
and are shot down or murdered 
by others, perhaps equally intoxi- 
cated. So it is with sin. It de- 
ceives;-enslaves, and blinds while 
it leads men on to destruction. It 
was only the loving pity of our 
Saviour toward sinners that led 
Him to pray, “Father — they know 
not what they do.”

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SHALL MY WAGES 
BE INCREASED?

We are certainly living in peril- 
ous days. We turn on our radios 
to get the current events and listen 
to their sad stories. We pick up 
the newspapers and read of the 
terrible things that are going on 

about us. We take a long range 
telescope as it were and look in- 
to the far East and see exceeding- 
ly dark clouds hanging low.. Who 
knows but that the conflict en- 
gaged in in the far East marks 
the beginning of the time.that 
shall end with the great battle of 
Armageddon which is as sure to 
come as day follows night. It is 
possible that there may be a 
temporary settloment, and we all 
trust there may, but there is every 
evidence that the time of this age 
is drawing rapidly to a close. The 
Bible is absolutely true. 


If ever the minister of the gos- 
pel needed to declare the whole 
counsel of God, if ever he needed to 
lift his voice against sin and lift 
up the Lord Jesus Christ as the 
only Saviour from sin, if ever he 
needed to separate himself from 
all secondary things and be in- 
stant in season and out of season, 
it is today. If ever the Christian 
people needed to throw all side is- 
sues on the scrap heap and give 
themselves whole-heartedly to the 
one main issue, and that of reach- 
ing the iost for Christ, it is today. 
«God help us to do it! 
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There are many important ques- 
tions facing the people today, par- 
ticularly the laboring class. Per- 
haps one of the most prominent 
is: “Shall my wages be increased ?”’ 


This question is so often raised 
in these days. There is much dis- 
agreement between the employer 
and the employee, much of which 
is due to dissatisfaction of wages. 
Confusion, unrest, discord, and 
strife reign throughout the entire 
world. We are facing the greatest 
upheaval ever known. Walkouts 
and sit down strikes are almost 
a continuous occurrence. Many 
employees are seeking an increase 
and perhaps are justified in so do- 
ing. 

“Shall my wages be increased ?’’ 
you ask. I cannot answer this 
question as far as your regular 
employment is concerned, but my 
dear reader friend, important as 
this is, for everyone should be in- 
terested in their physical and ma- 
terial well - being, yet THAT 
QUESTION is but a MERE INCI- 
DENT in comparison with the 
wages that we are to consider. We 
read in Mark 8:36, 37: 


“For what shall it profit a 
man if he SHALL GAIN the 
WHOLE WORLD and LOSE 
HIS OWN SOUL, or WHAT 
shall a man give in exchange 
for his soul?”

SIN —is the cause of all the 
trouble in the world; makes blas- 
phemers, drunkards, criminals, 
wrecks of lives and damns souls. 

The young people today say, “I'll 
live but once. I will have a good 
time,’”’ and then THROW their lives 
away IN SIN. Satan deceives, for 
the only way to have a good time 
is living for Christ. God says, “BE 
SURE YOUR SIN WILL FIND 
YOU OUT.” People may be able 
to get by here, dodge the law, 
ridicule the church, laugh at the 
preacher, but ALL SHALL FACE

“For THE WAGES of SIN 
is DEATH, BUT the GIFT OF 
GOD is ETERNAL LIFE 
through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” | 
Praise God, He LOVED YOU so 

much that HE GAVE HIS ONLY 
BEGOTTEN SON, (Jesus) to be 
your SUBSTITUTE, to bear YOUR 
sin and DIE in YOUR place. Re- 
ceive God’s Gift (Jesus) and HE 
will give you ETERNAL LIFE. 

Now we cannot understand how 
our sin was laid upon Jesus but 
God said it was. 

I Peter 2:24:

The opium smoker lies in squalor 
and dirt and dreams of grandeur 


and beauty. He dreams on en- 
slaved by his habit until no reali- 
ty in life can drag him from the 
fateful narcotic that deceives and 
blinds and enslaves and ruins him. 
So it is with sin always. And the 
sinner enjoying sin never knows 
the awfulness of sin’s results nor 
the wickedness of his rebellion 
against God. Like the insane man 
who thinks himself Napoleon and 
insists on titles and homage, so 
the sinner does not know his pitiful 
state. He is guilty and must be 
condemned, yet Jesus Himself, be- 
ing witness, the sinner is blinded 
and must be pitied! Oh, may God 
put in our hearts some of the di- 
vine pity our Saviour had for sin- 
ners, blinded, deluded, engulfed and 
enslaved by the very sin they hug 
so tight to their bosoms! May we 
join in His cry, “Father, forgive 


them; for they know not what they 


do!” 


Perhaps we do not place the 
emphasis where Jesus placed it 


when we preach on Calvary. We 
have preached on the ghastly 
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tragedy of the cross, when the sun 
covered her face in shame, when 
the earth shook and the rocks 
were rent at the dying of a God 
who was man. But I fear that 
we have thought more of a trag- 
edy of a Christ rejected, than we 
thought of the tragedy of the 
Christ rejectors, themselves! We 
have wailed after Jesus like the 
women of Jerusalem and we do 
not remember that He said to 
them, “Daughters of Jerusalem, 
weep not for me, but weep for 
yourselves, and for your children.” 
I can say like Paul, “God forbids 
that I should glory save in the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
There will I glory and there have 
I gloried these years. Christ died 
for me and that is all my boast- 
ing, and my joy, and my rejoic- 
ing and hope. But God forgive 
me, I have not had, like Jesus 
had, the compassionate pity for 
sinners themselves, who, blinded 
and deceived, commit such sins 
against their own souls as to re- 
ject the Saviour! 

In Jeremiah 17:9 we are told 
that “The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wicked: 
who can know it?” Small wonder, 
then, that no sinner realizes what 
he does in rejecting Christ. 

It seems to me that no man in 
his right mind would ever sin. I 
am amazed continually at the 
wickedness of my own heart. How 
fruitless sin is, how silly! Why 
should any man ever go away 
from God? What did any person 
ever gain by doing wrong? As I 
confess my sins to God I am many 
times impressed with the thought 
that every one who sins is a fcol. 
He is certain to reap what he sows, 
and the reaping is certain to be 
bitter. All that glitters is not 
gold, and sin never turns out like 
it was promised. The thief does 
not get riches, he gets poverty 
and imprisonment. The adulterer 
does not get joy and satisfaction, 
he gets haunted memories and in- 
satiable desires and ever present 
shame. The murderer does not get 
triumph, but disaster. Around the 
world thieves are poor, adulter- 
ers are unhappy, and unsatisfied 
and murderers are harassed and 
hunted. What profit does the man 
have who gains the whole world 
and loses his own soul? What a 
fool any man is to hold on to sin 
and love sin! We must conclude 
that no man in his right mind 
would do so. 


The prodigal son wasted his sub- 
stance in riotous living, thinking 
to find happiness. Instead he found 
want and famine and a hog pen. 
The reason was that he was never 
in his right mind. He was a 
drunken fool, a sin-blinded “suck- 
er.”’ The prodigal boy was never, 
I say, in his right mind until in 
the hog pen “When he came to 
himself he said, ‘How many hired 
servants of my father’s have 
bread enough and to spare, and I 
perish with hunger! I will arise 
and go to ‘my father, and will say 
unto him, Father, I have sinned 
against heaven, and before thee, 
And am no more.worthy to be 


j} called thy son: make me as one 


of thy hired servants.’ And he 
arose, and came to his father.” Ev- 
ery sinner in the world, if he real- 
ly came to himself and dropped off 
the shackles of a deceived mind 
and shed the scales off of blinded 
eyes, would run to Jesus for mercy 
and forgiveness! Truly Jesus was 
right when He said, “They know 
not what they do!”’ 


lf Sinners Realized Their Sins — 


What if some sinner that day 
at the cross of Christ realized how 
wicked his crime and yet con- 
tinued to nail Christ to the cross 
and mock Him while He died? 
Or what if some sinner today, re- 
jecting Christ, realized the awful- 
ness of his sin, how rebellious 
against God, how black his heart, 
how satanic his sin in rejecting 
Christ, and yet continued to re- 
ject Christ — what then? Why, 
then such a sinner would be com- 
mitting the unpardonable sin and 
pass forever beyond the pale of 
redemption, for the unpardonable 
sin is Simply a definite, and en- 
lightened and deliberate rejection 
of Christ as to insult and drive 
away forever the Holy Spirit. It 
is‘ such a hardening of the heart 
in its attitude of rebellion that 
never can the sinner repent nor 
seek God. So it was true that day 
about the sinners for whom Jesus 
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prayed that they knew not what 
they did. At least if there were 
any who knew what they did, (and 
there may have been a few) then 
it was not for these that Jesus 
prayed. We are plainly told in 
I John 5:16 that “There is a sin 
unto death: I do not say that he 
shall pray for it.” 

Dear sinner who reads this mes- 
sage, you surely do not know what 
you do, how foolish, how wicked, 


how certain to bring eternal tor- 
ment if you do not repent. If you 
do realize how sinful, and then de- 
liberately reject Christ, you have 
committed that sin which has no 
forgiveness in this world nor the 
world to come, and so are lost for- 
ever. However, that is not likely 
the case. If it were, you most 
likely would not be reading this 
message nor be concerned at all 
about your sin-blinded soul. Sure- 
ly you do not realize what you do. 

To the sinner rejecting Christ, 
Hell is not a reality. You do not 
quite believe it is as bad as pictured 
and you do not at all believe that 
you are in any danger of going 
there. But that is the deception 
of Satan, for I warn you, you will, 
unless you repent! I beg you to 
come to your senses now and shake 
off this blindness, this drunken- 
ness of sin. Come to your right 
mind like the prodigal son did and 
repent and be saved! 

The deceived mind does not re- 
ceive the gospel. Satan steals the 
Word from your thoughts like a 
bird the seed by the wayside. You 
do not consider, you do not think. 
“Therefore we ought to give the 
more earnest heed to the things 
which we have heard, lest at any 
time we should let them slip” 
(Hebrews 2:1). It is part of the 
blindness of sin that you do not 
heed. Any intelligent, well-mean- 
ing sinner that would spend thirty 
minutes serious contemplation of 
the claims of Christ and the need 
of his poor soul, would surely turn 
at once to Christ in penitent faith. 
Turn, Oh, turn! while you Can.

So the sinner, de- 
ceived by sin, hardens his heart 
and is forever lost. 


Either of two terrible things can 
happen to you, my sinner friend.

The 
price is paid for your salvation. 
Then today put your trust in Him 
who knows all your heart and yet 
longs to save you.
